24. (currently amended): The method of claim 1 1 , wherein the compound is in the form of a

62. (new): The method of claim 11, wherein R^ is an ester of an amino acid selected from the 
group consisting of glycine, alanine, valine, leucine, isoleucine, methionine, phenylalanine, 
tryptophan, proline, serine, threonine, cysteine, tyrosine, asparagine, glutamine, aspartate, 
glutamate, lysine, arginine and histidine.
